KELLOGG. 

Last Monday morning Tuz Trisuns published 

the result of an interview with C. H. Walker, 

Esq., formerly of this city, but for some years a 


resident of Louisiana. Saturday morning it 


published a telegram from the Governor of } 


Louisiana denying the correctness of the state- 
ments made by Mr. Walker. The latter gentie- 
man returned to the city yesterday, and replies 
to that dispatch in the following eomanication 
Te the Editor of The Chécage Tribune : 

Sra: Gov. Kellogg does not deny the truth of my 
statements. I charged that the debt of the State had 
been :ncreased $30,000,000 since the War. He says that 
a large portion of it wae incurred under Democratic 
auspices. A sufficient refutation of this is that the 
Democratic party have net been in power in Louisiana 
since the War. 

The $2,500,000 frandulent bonds were issued by Gov. 
Warmouth, I did not state but expressed 
the fears of the people that the Funding Commission- 
ers under the Kellogg Government would legitie 
mate them, as they have the power to do, and thus 
make the people pay them. Gov. Kellogg ” does not 
deny this, nor does he give any assurance that his 
Commissioners will not do so, 

TAXES, 

I said the Kellogg taxes were very much larger than 
before the War, but not larger than under the previous 
carpet- bag Government. Gov. Kellogg does not deny 
this, but tries to hide his 143g-mill tax, which is very 
much larger than the legitimate requirements of the 
State, behind the larger steal of 2l}¢ milis by his pre- 
decessor, Warmouth. 

THE LEVEES. 

I will mention one reduction in State taxation. The 
Warmouth Adniinistration passed the care and con- 
struction of the levees to a Levee Company, who were 
to receive 55 or GO cents per cubic yard for building 
the same, and to receive in payment a tax 
of 4 mils on the property of the State. 
This was a steal of the first water, as 
the levees are built for 25 cents yer cubic yard. Under 
the bill the Company were to be responsible to any 
parties fujured by overflow caused by their work. 
Now note the consummation and addition to that 
steal made by the Kellogg Administration, At the 
last session of the Legisiature a bill was passed re- 
ductng the tax for levee purposes from 4 mills to 8 3 
mills, but at the same time relieving the Company 
from any liability whatever, thus perpetuating to the 
Company more than double the cost of the work, and 
relinquishing them from all responsibility for the 
safety of the country liable to overflow. Is not that » 
reduction with a vengeance ? 

In St, Mary’s Parish, where I reside, when the pre- 
vious officers vacated to Kellogg's appointees, there 
was $7,000 left im the treasury. Parish warrants were 
at par, with roads and bridges im fair order. Now less 
than two years hive elapsed, and the treasury is bank- 
rupt. The warrants have sold at 65 cents on the — 
lar, and the reads and bridges are out of repair, 
mnent is unnecessary. 

I reiterate the truth of my previous statements, and, 
if challenged, will furnish the necessary proofs, 

I have beard it publicly stated, without denial, that 
Gov. Kellogg issued $700,000 in bonds to the New Or- 
leans, Mobuie & Texas Railroad, which ought not to 
have been issued, I do not know the facts, but on my 
return to ,uisiana next week I will furnish you a 
statement in regard to the same, together with other 
matters particularly chargeable to Mr. Keliogg’s Ad-

THE CITIZENS’ ASSOCIATION. 


Interesting Report of the Com- 
mittee on Taxation. 


Remarks by Messrs. Galloway and 
Mason. 


At aspecial meeting of the Executive Com- 
mittee of the Citizens’ Association, held at their 
rooms yesterday afternoon, the following report 


was submitted by the 
COMMITTEE ON TAXATION: 
Te the Executive Commition of the Citizens’ Association of 

Chicago: 

The Committee * ae appointed by you beg 
leave to submit the following report: 

The subject of taxation is so vastand complex that 
it would be the work of years rather than of days to 
examine carefully and discuss fully ites many branches 
and the various questions connected with #. But 
there are so many and such serious defects in the tax 
system now in operation in Chiesgo, that your Com- 
mittee deem it advisaple to call attention at once Ww 
some of its most palpabie evils, and to suggest reme- 
dies for them, reserving more intricate matters for 
the fuiler consideration which they demand, 

The gravest of these evils, and that which works the 
greatest injustice, is the wide inequality im the assess- 
ments of veluation, particularily those upon which 
State, county, and town taxes are based. In conse- 
quenee of this inequality, some individuals pay & 
two, three, and in some instances ten-fold greater tax, 
in proportion to the real value of their property, than 
other owners in thesame town. That this w not an 
overstatement, the following instances, carefully ver- 
ified by your Committee, will testify. They all occur 
in the assessment for 1873, upon which taxes are how 
being paid: 

{n one town its Assessor assessed one very valuable 
piece of improved business property at a little less 
than 6 per cent of its real value; auother large tract, 
docked and used for lumber-yards, at 20 per cent of 
its real value: and still another large and valuable 
property, built up with residences, at 9 per cent of its 
real value. The Assessor in another town valued s 
piece of improved business property at 6 per cent of 
its value, s residence at 16 per cent of its value, and s 
vacant jot at 60 per cent of its value. These towns are 
both situated within the city limits; bat in one of the 
towns adjoining the city, while two tracts of land were 
assessed at 4and 5 per cent of their respective values, 
other tracts were assessed at nearly, if not quite, their 
full values. And in one of the remuter towns in Cook 
County the Assessor valued all of the land in i a « 
uniform rate peracre, although he must have known 
that the value of the farms in that town varied from 
$30 to $150 peracre, These are not instancea, 
and your Committee believe that they fairly illustrate 
the existing modes of assessment for purposes of tax- 
ation in many, if not all, of the towns in this county, 
the records of which will show numerous similar eases 
of excessive over and under valuation. 

The County Board of Eyuailization furnishes uo 
remedy for this state of things. So pumerous and 
great are these discrepancies, that to adjust a single 
assessment equitably between the individual property- 
owners in this county would require the ss 
Buard to be in session an entire year. Nor woul 
justice then be done, unless the members of the Board 
were familiar with the true value of every piece of 
property in the county,—a thing which is simply im- 
possible with our present revenue machinery. 

It is possible for this County Board to equalize the 
assessment of valuation for town, county,and State 
purposes between the different towns, with some ap- 
proach to fairness. Yetin so doing, the injustice to 
individuals is only aggravated. It was ascertained 
that, in some of the towus in this county, the assess- 
ment of real estate for a particular year did not 
average more than 10 per cent of the real value, while 
in other towns for the same year it was 60 per cent 
Assuming that the average assessment of realty for 
the whole eounty was 40 per cent of the true 
value for that year, equalization between 

classes of towns designated 
can be made by multiplying the sesessment in 
the first by four, and reducing it by one-third in the 
other. But in the first class of towns the property of 
many individuals was assessed at 30 per cent of its 
value, and that of others at only & per cent, making 
the average valuation of the town 10 per cent of what 
the property in & was really worth, When you multi- 
ply by four to equalize between the two classes of 
towns, you make some owners pay upon 120 per cent 
of their property, or one-fifth more than it is worth, 
while those assessed at 5 per cent originally still pay 
ouly upon one-half of the proper value. And when 
the State Board of Equalization repeats this proceed- 
ing upon a larger scale, in its attempts to adjust the 
valuation as between counties, the wrong in many 
cases becomes enormous, The vital error lies in the 
inequality in the original assesament of valuation, 

Tuere is littie Lope of relief from this great wrong 
while the present method of selecting the men who 
make these original assessments continues. The As- 
sessors chosen at town-meetiugs are usually ignorant 
of the duties to be performed, and not always incor- 
ruptible. And even if they were competent and hon- 
est, it would be impossible for them, in any of the 
three towns in the City of Chicago, to makes fair as- 
sessment in the limited time within which they are re- 
quired by law to do their work. 

Your Committee believe that the only sdequate 
remedy for these evils will be found in judicious legis- 
lation py the State. 

Primarily, however, so far as this city is concerned, 
at any rate, the township organization should be done 
away with, it being bere utterly useless and vicions, 
Then there should be but ope valuation ef property, 
op the basis of which ali taxes for city, county, and 


State should be levied. This would dispense with one- | 
half of the present machinery é#ud expense in con- 
ducting this busin¢ss, A supervisor of revenue for 
the county should be appointed, whose duty it should 
be to procure perfect maps and plats of ali the lands,

The Propesed Tunnei under the Niag- 
ara. 

Mr. William Waliace, an engineer long inter- 
ested in the proposed tunnel under the Niagara 
River, has just completed « prefiminary survey, 


of which the following particulars are given : 


— 


‘*On the American shore of the river, the | 


oint of departure now chosen by Mr. Wallace 
or the proposed tunnel, is on the westerly side of 
the Erie Canal, midway between tbe canal and 
the Niagara Falls branch of the New York Cen- 
tral Railroad, near the bridge over whuch the 
jatter crosses the canal, which is almost under 
the heights of Fort Porter. The thorough-cut 
or open cut which is to give entrance to the tun- 
nel extends from that point straight up between 
the canal and the Niagara Falls road to a point 
near the foot of Virginia sireet. where it attains 
the surface, and the grade—€0 feet to the mile— 
is continued until a sufficient elevation ™ at- 
tained for the crossing of the canal, at the foot 
of Court street, to reach the terrace. 

‘*At its other extremity the proposed tunne! 
strikes the Canadian shore and becomes open to 
daylight near the spot where the old engine- 
nouse of the B. & L. H. Railroad stood. Thence 
a thorough-cut curves northward to avoid the 
high ground, and brings the roadwav of the tua- 
nel to-the surface in the vicinitv of the £pisco- 
pal Church at Fort Erie, near which an acvanta- 


f geous junction can be made with the Canada 


Southern Railway. 
“The length of the tunnel proper on the line 
proposed would be only 2,040 feet. The length 
of the thorough-cut on the American side would 
be about 4,900 feet, and on the Canadian side a 
little over 4,000 feet. In the tunnel proper,.as- 
suming f to be 30 feet wide by 20 feet high, the 
excavation would amount to 65,333 cubic yards. 
In the thorough-cuts the excavation would 
amount to 126,398 cubic yards. on the American 
side, and 118,317 cubie yards on the Canadian 
side. How much of the excavation in the thor- 
ough-cutse would be rock, and how mach earth, 
can only be ascertained by means of testpits. 
** These quantities will enable those who have 
knowledge of such work to form a notion for 
themselves of the cost of the proposed under- 
taking. Mr. Wallace makes no estimate, be- 
cause sotne of the elements of ‘an accurate cal- 
culation are wanting. But many people whose 
judgment is well-founded express the opinion 
confidently that the —— tunnel onght to be 
built at @ cost not much exceeding a million of 
doliars. Mr. Wallace, in his pian, adopts a 
‘grade of 60 feét to the mile each way from the 
middle of the tunnel, and at the deepest point of 
the river the roof of the tunnel is about i6 feet 


below the riyer-bed.”

The Notch and Its Gate--Beecher’s 
Cascades. 


The View from Mt. Willard. 


Correapondente of The Chicago Tribune, 
Waurre Mountain Noton, N, ., Sept. 21, 1874, 

We are a party of “* Hay-Fever folks,” and we 
are on our way home,—it being now considered 
safe to visit the lower regions. We have breath- 
ed the bracing air of the mountains for three 
weeks, and our unwelcome yisitor bas not once 
effected an entrance vy eye, nose, or throat. We 
are glad of our relief, and glad that we can re- 
turo to take up our work where we laid it down. 

We leave the Twin Mountain House amid the 
best wishes of all. ** Hope you won't have the 
* Hay-Fever ’ when you get back! ” are the part- 
ing words, aad we must heartily respond to that 
sentiment. 

THE RIDE TO ** CRAWFORD’s.” 

A smart shower has cleared the air and Iaid the 
dust, and, under the guidance of our skillful 
driver, Mr. Busher, of Pennsylvania, whom we 
chose from our number accofding to the “ law 
of umformity in nature,” we roll merrily along 
toward ‘‘ Crawford’s.” Our road follows the 
winding course of the Amoonovosuc River; and 
its waters, as they come down over their rocky 
bed, make a pleasing picture, changing at every 
turn of the road. Passing the White Mountain 
House, we come to the new Fabyan pitce, the 
largest and best-appointed hotel in the White 
Mountains. A ride of 4 miles beyond Pabyan's— 
giving a fine view of Mt. Washington, whose top 
in frequently hidden by white veils of ‘ water- 
dust,” as Prof. Tyndall prettily and scientitical- 
ly puts it—-brinys as to the Crawford House, the 
gate of the famous 

. WHITE MOUNTAIN NOTCH. 

The ** Noted ” was discovered ia the last cen- 
turv, by a solitary hunter named Nash, while 
chasing @ moose. He conceived that a road 
cevuld be built through it, and tnus connect the 
Upper Coos country with the coast. He reported 
his discovery to the Governor, who told him 
that. if he would get a horse through the pass, 
he might have a large grant of land. Nash se- 
cured the aid of another hunter, named Sawyer, 
and together they hauled the horse through, 
lowering him over the cliffs. A road was built, 
and the first article of Coos produce sent down 
to the coast was a barrel of tobacco, and the first 
sent up from the coast was a barrel of rum! 
They received their grant, and this town is 
called ** Nash & Sawyer’s Location” to this day. 

THE CRAWFORD HOUSE 
1s @ fine hotel, jast om the water-shed between 
the Connecticut River, on the west, and the At- 
lantic Ocean. ‘Within a stone's throw of each 
otber are two small lakes,—one flowing into the 
Conuecticut River, and the other into the Saco, 
which réaches the ocean on the coast of Maine. 
The house is located within a convenient dis 
tance from a Jarge number of natural and inter- 
esting objects. 
THE GATE. 

Only half a mile from the Crawford is the Gate 
of the Notch,—an opening in the solid rock, just 
wide enough for the road to pass. Passing 
through the Gate we come in sight of two oppos- 
ing rocks, called, by some one with a most sur- 
prising elasiicity of imagmation, the “* Young 
Man of the Mountain” andthe “Baby”! We 
puzzled and racked our brains to trace the origin 
of these names, Dut neither adolescent nor in- 
fantine outlines greeted our straiming eyes. - We 
gave it up. 

BEECHER'S CASCADES. , 

Half-a-mile. west is a very pretty series of 
cascades, nathed after the noted Brovklyn 
preacher. A brook rising on thé side of Mt. 
Lincoln has worn its course, in the lapse of 
ages, through the solid granite. Clear and 
sparkling, it falls over the rocks tn three beauti- 
ful cascades,—not of remarkable height, but 
singularly beautiful. 

But the real sine qua non of this locality is 

MT, WILLARD. 

Though but about 3,000 feet high, the view is 
one of the mosi enchanting that can gladden the 
eve of the traveler in the Old Worid or the New. 
It is reacbed by a carriage-road which winds 
pleasantly through the forest for the distance of 
2 miles. Trusting in our own netber limba, we 
started for the top. Resting, and walking, we 
gain the top in less thau an hour, with com- 
parative ease. But who can describe the 
glorious scene that bursts upon us? Says Bayard 
Taylor: ‘“‘Asasimple picture of a moupntain- 
pass, seen from above, it cannot be surpassed io 
all Switzerland.” _— 

At your feet }j tha\Notch, spread out, and 
yet gather . in all its wildness. Picture to 
yourself a vast amphitheatre, of an elliptical 
shape, shut up on the sides by two gigantic 
walls,—Mt. Webster, on the east, and Mt. Willey 
on the west,—and running south for along dis- 
tant, terminating in long distant monntain-peaks, 
and you may obtain an imperfect idea of the 
view. Avrich, deep carpet, of variegated colors, 
seems to be spread OVer the whole valley, though 
it is really the dense, thick growth of trees, 
which seem but as so mach shrubbery, from 
your almost perpendicular vibw. 

Through the centre of this valley winds the 
high-road ; but from this height it appears as 
though some vast serpent had dragged * bis slow 
length along,” and you momentarily expect to 
see the trees resume their position again, and 
cover up the trail. Alongside, 

THE SILVER SACO 
meanders toward the sea,—now lost among the 
trees, and now looking saucily out to show its 
laughing face. Ontheright, a short distance 
uo the side of Mt. Willey, is the path 
of the Portland & Ogdensburg Reailroad, 
which is expected by another year to pass 
through the, Gate of the Notch itself. “he 
sides of the gorge are rugged and riven with 
deep ravines, *‘ slides” or avalanches of rocks 
and earth, and immense bowlders projecting in 
grim defiance ; and, ow the left, the Silver Cas- 
cade, sending up its music in a deep undertone, 
completes the near view. About in the centre is 
the ieanees Willey House, where, in 1826, a‘fam- 
ily of nine persons were overwhelmed by an ava- 
lanche down the side of Mt. Willev,—they hav- 
ing left’the house for greater safety. In the 
distance isa line of blue mowutain-peaks, over 
all which towers 
MT. CHOCORANA, 

18 or 20 miles away. Ite bold, defiant head is a 
fitting hackground for so wild and ravishing a 
prospect. *'I could stay here all day and watch 
this view,” was the frequently-expressed wish 
of the delighted gazer. Wecannot but imagive 
that, far back in the Pleistocene or Pleiocene 
periods, *“‘ cheerful pterodactyis,’’ or some such 
paleontological creatures, gataboled in this little 
theatre and were contént. 

As we ligbtiv descended the mountains, we 
mentally resolved to pass that way again some 
day, and once more drink in the delightful view 
of the White-Mountain Notch as seen from Mt. 
Willard, ‘“* Long may it wave!” G. O. B.

At 20, or thereabouts, the 
young man graduates. He has a shimmering 
vision of his four years’ course of study. His 
mind. is a kaleadoscope of bits of geology, meta- 
hhysics, logic,. higher mathematics, history, 
Latin, and a hundred other things, and he 
knows Greek when, he sees its funny. lit- 
tle quirlagigs,. but, in @ year, or two 
at the most, he could mo more trans- 
late it than he could read Choctaw. 
Nor would it do him any good if he could. Nor, 
in fact, does anything he scrambled over in 
those last two college-years do him any good. 
To come down boldly to the foundation-fact, it 
is a grave question whether the latter half of a 
coHege-course is of any service, except to pro- 
fessional men. Young men who are not going 
to be lawyers, dootors, ministers, or. teachers, 
forget their college-acquirements much quicker 
than they learned them. Suppose a man is 
going to be a merchant, or a contractor, of what 
use to him to bave spent four vears on Greek? 
He hae to hire a man; the first thing, to speak 
German. for nim. Ii is folly to advocate a (so-

because it disciplines the mind. There are plen- 
ty of useful things, the acquiring of which dis 
ciplinethe mind. Cutting off the heads of Gem 
man verbs, and putting them at the teil af the 
sentence, disciplines the mind wonderfully, and 
is a mental exercise which, unlike the barren re- 
silts of Greek scholafship, proves itself useful 
in after years. If a man is to spend the better 
part of four years memorizing, why should he 
not memorize something which he. can put in 
daily service in after years? Life is short, 
and there as s0 mapy, many things to be 
learned, that, in order to know one thing well, a 
man must be coutent to be ignorant of the rest. 
(That sentiment is not original, but it will bear 
repetition—which it wouldn't if it was original.) 
The secret of being well educated, therefore, 
consists in knowing al! about your own business; 
and you cannot know all about it without knowing 
a good deal more, for Divine Economy has 
so linked all things together, that, if a man 
deals in dried herrings, and makes a point of 
knowing all about herrings, he must read 
about other fish; and he cannot read of fish 
without coming on the name of Agassiz; and 
he cannot read of Agassiz without hearing about 

laciers; and that suggests the glaciers of the 
North Pole ; and that brings him to Dr. Kane and 
his Arctic voyage: and the vague limbs found 
there of pre-historic ages lead back clear to the 
Deluge, and——weil, that’s a good place to stop.

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THE COUNTESS DANNER. 


Mr. friend, Dr. Maimstroem, had promised me 
an introduction to the morganatic wife of his 
late Majesty, King Frederic the Seventh of Den- 
mark, and for that purpose, presented me, at 
our hotel,—the Hotel de. Nil,—at Cairo, to the 
said King’s ex-Chamberiain, Mr. Berling, the 
traveling companion of the lady. Having heard 
a good dealof Mr. Berling’s romantic career, 
I was surprised to find in him a very quiet, sedate 
old gentleman, whose only object in life seemed 
to be tranquility. 

He received me very courteously, and, as the 
Countess Danner approached our seat in the 
garden during our couversation, he took the op- 
portunity and introduced me to that lady. Every- 
body bas heard of her, I suppose, and wondered 
how, in our civilized days, a single girl, appren- 
tice in a millinery establishment, could rise to be 
the wife of the King of one of the most advanced 
countries. Atthe time of our meeting, in the 
winter of 1870-71, she was about 45 to 48 years 
of age ; rather inclined to embonpoint; of very 
graceful bearing, denoting the well-bred lady in 
every gesture, Aiter some conversation, 
I was honored with an invitation to 
an excursion to the Pyramids aad Sphinx, 
which I[ gladly accepted.

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ELECTION OF MEMBERS OF THE LEGIS- 
LATURE. 

There never was atime when this city was so 

pressed by the need of good members of the 
Legislature as now. We are threateued with a 
loss of fire-insurance, without which business 
cannot be carried on for the want of a few re- 
forms which we should have had years ago. 
There are four Senators and twenty-one Kepre- 
sentatives to be elected this fall,—three Sena- 
tors holding over. We think that, without any 
disturbance of the political balance of parties, 
an arrangement might be made that would se- 
cure the election of proper Representatives to 
the Legislature. If not, something more de- 
cisive must be done. 
* The First District is composed of the First, 
Second, Tenth, and Eleventh Wards. This is 
unguestionably a Republican district; the 
two parties might each nominate a can- 
didate for Senator, each putting forward 
some citizen of intelligence and _  char- 
acter, thoroughly informed as to the 
embarrasements of the city, so that whichever 
‘was elected the city would be faithfully repre- 
sented. The political preponderance of the dis- 
trict being 60 well determined, there might be 
@ agreement that the Republicans nominate 
two and the Opposition one candidate, The 
election of these being thus rendered certain, 
the two parties might disregard all appeals from 
the mob of bummers and loafers, and designate 
fit and proper persons. The Second District be- 
ing also largely Republican, there might be a 
like agreement as to Representatives. (No Sen- 
ator to be elected.) The Third District is over- 
-whelmingly Democratic. Here the Senator and 
two Representatives could be conceded by the 
Republicans, they taking the third man. In the 
Pourth District the Republicans can elect two 
Representatives,—the Senator holding over. In 
the Fifth District the Opposition will in all 
probability elect Senator and two Representa- 
hives, aa they will elect the two Representatives 
im the Sixth District. 

What we wish to impress on the public mind 
18, that the political or party majority in each of 
these six districts is so well established that 
there ie no necessity for a party contest on mem- 
' bers of the Legislature. The First, Second, and 
Fourth Districts ure decidedly Republican; the 
others are as decidedly Opposition. If the nom- 
inating conventions will accept this plain and 
obvious fact, and apportion the representation 
accordingly, the election of all the nominees 
without opposition becomes acertainty. This 
being the case, neither party can be under any 
obligation whatever to nominate improper or un- 
fit persons, at least for the House of Representa- 
tives. They can therefore select in each district 
three proper men who are familiar with the re- 
quirements of business as regards fire legisla- 
tion; who are thoroughly posted in the matter 
of State and Municipal taxation, and who have 
the ability to present the needed reforms to the 
Legislature, and personal character to add 
Weight to their demands.

SHERIDAN ON INSURANCE. 


Police Board, when called upon by the Citizens’ 
Association to discuss the present organization 


ing bis own plan of insurance, which he pro- 
poses shall supersede ail other fire-insurance. 
If we rightly comprehend this plan, it is that a 
new branch of the City Government shall be es- 
tablished, called the Board of Insurance, which 
Board shali insure all the buildings and property 
therein, collecting therefor a rate of insurance 
to be determined by the Board,—the premiums 
received for ten years to be set apart as an in- 
surance-fund, and an annual tax to be levied to 
pay the losses likely to occur during the year. 
When the insurance-fund shall become large 
enough to yield an annual income equal to the 
losses, then the tax to pay the same shall be 
discontinued. . 
™ This scheme, which is a very old one, is the 
very quintessence of folly. The human mind 
can understand no greater encouragement to in- 
cendiariem than a standing offer to make good 
every man’s loss by fire. Insurance is a busi- 
ness that bas engrossed the attention of some 
of the ablest minds in all countries, and, despite 
the experience and observation of centuries, the 
system has not yet been so perfected that, taking 
one year with another, the business can be 
made profitable. The 118 companies doing 
business in this State in 1872, including the best 
companies in the country, had, in that year, a 
cash capital of $36,000,000. ‘heir gross receipts 
were $64,800,000, and their expenditures $66,- 
900,000, leaving a deficit of $2,100,000 for the 
year. Here, then, was an immense vusiness, 
carried on with all the care and skill that long 
experience could suggest, with an actual loss, 
leaving the immense capital employed without 
any profit. The losses of the preceding year 
had consumed the capital of a large number of 
insurance companies. The business done in 
Lilinois during 1872 was a prosperous and profit- 
able one ; but the business in this State for the 
five years ending Dec. 31, 1872, show a balance 
of losses paid’ in excess of receipts of over $45,- 
000, 000. : 

Mr. Sheridan proposes that the City of Chicago 
shall underwrite all the property in this city, and 
that this business shal] be committed to a Board 
composed of such gentlemen as Sheridan, 
Klokke, and Reno! These Commissioners, of 
course, are to be elected by the people, aud must 
include one German, one Irishman, and one na- 
tive, in order to conciliate the different 
* elements ” that make up the voting population. 
The insurance of all the property in this city 
by a political Board would, of course, be a farce 
and a fraud. Each man would be taxed to insure 
the property of all bis neighbors, not against 
accident, but against arson. Even with the 
closely-managed business of insurance by pri- 
vate companies, a large percentage of the fires 
may be assumed to have their origin in the at- 
tempt to seil the property to the insurance com- 
panies. Make the City of Chicago the 
paymaster and the Board of Aldermen 
and the Insurance Board the guardians 
of the treasury, and it is within reason 
to suppose that there would be a liberal 
consumption of insured property every twenty- 
four hours. The rates of insurance would be 
regulated by ward-meetings; the amount of in- 
surance on property would be such as corrup- 
tion and political influence might procure ; and 
the city, in addition to all its other burdens, would 
soon be overwhelmed by the tax to pay fire 
losses. 

There is one branch of the question which Mr. 
Sheridan Goes not seem to have studied. It is 
that insurance is a business, like that of banking 
and manufacturing, that requires skill and ex- 
perience, personal integrity, and public confi- 
dence in the management. The rates of insur- 
ance to enable the company to pay losses and ex- 
penses are governed by the confidence that may 
be reposed in the Government of the city, and 
especially of its Fire-Department. If Mr. Sheri- 


dan has any doubt on this subject, let 
him resign and witness the effect it 
will have on the insurance market, on 


rates, and public confidence. At the East, insur- 
ance companies bave more dread of Mr. Sheri- 
dan and his associates than they have of the 
wooden buildings and Mansard roofs. If Mr. 
Sheridan would resign, he would restore confi- 
dence vastly; andif Reno and Kiokke would 
show an equal regard for the public interests, 
most of the distrust now felt in Chicago insur- 
ance would be removed. We have no doubt 
that these three persons in office have cost the 
owners of property in this city an average of 
one-fourth of 1 per cent on all the insurance 
of the last year. Mr. Sheridan, therefore, can pro- 
pose no more beneficial plan of insurance, ana 
no greater advantage and prop to the public 
credit, than the resignation of himself and his 
associates, to the end that their piaces may be 
filled by three citizens having the will and ability 
to reorganize the Fire-Department. 

LOCAL INSURANCE COMPANIES. 
A movement has been inaugurated looking to 
the organization of a new local Insurance Com- 
pany. Mr. R. 8. Critchell, agent for many 
years of the Pheonix Insurance Company of 
Brooklyn, is now receiving subscriptions to the 
stock, with flattering prospects of success.. This 
movement is necessitated in some degree by the 
action of the National Board of Underwriters in 
withdrawing from Chicago, but is not in antago- 
nism to that Board. ‘The withdrawal of a large 
number of the companies has created a demand 
for the commodity cailed insurance, which de- 
mand wil be supplied by somebody at some 
price; and, if it is likely to be profitable, our 
own Lusiness men might as well make tho profit 
ap anybody else.» There can be no doubt 
that such a company, with a capital 
paid up in cash and not consisting of stock- 
notes, mortgages, cats and dogs, would pay 
largely, and would command business in other 
cities, as the Traders’ Insurance Company now 
does. If we hadas many home companies as 
St. Louis and Cincinnati possess the National 
Board would treat us with much more respect | 
than they now do. The fire of 1871 destroyed 
these home companies and brought home insur- 
ance into disrepute; but the circumstances now 
existing are such that home insurance is a 
bDecessity. 
There can be no doubt that soon after the

A GAME OF BLUFF. 
All the signs indicate that Beecher’s body- 
guard have made up their minds to browbeat 
public opinion. The tremendous effecs produced 
by Tilton’s last statement has only served both 
to reveal and embolden this policy of despairing 
bluff. In fact, Tilton has silenced every gun of 
the Plymouth fortress except this, and it is not 
to be wondered at if this one should make almost 
as much sputter and smoke as has hitherto been 
made by all the guns in chorus. Ws read.of 
the advance of a whole army being retarded by 
the skillful rapidity with which a 6-pounder was 
handled by the retreating force. Nor was the 
little gun any the less effective for being made 
of brass! Beecher’s uosilenced gun is some- 
times loaded with his age, sometimes with his 
jocogity, sometimes with his robustuousness, 
sometimes with arguments drawn from the 
flowery character of his connubial nest, and 
sometimes with arguments drawn from the 
briery nature of the same. But invariably the 
charge is made up chiefly of his intellectual 
greatness. He is too great a genius to be held 
amenable to laws of evidence applicable to ordi- 
nary mortals. 

Mr. Beechers’ organ—the Christian Union—has 
not a word to say in answer to Tiltons array of 
documentary evidence, but indulges in its weekly 
reiteration that the accused is a ‘noble and 
great-souled man,” and the accuser an utterly 
base man. Consequently “the world will not 
accept the portrait " of the accused as drawn by 
the accuser. So the die is cast; the stand is 
taken. Beecher is to stick to his denial, con- 
tinue his jokes and his prayers, keep up his 
‘*health” and his cheek, resume his preaching 
in Plymouth pulpit at an increase of salary 
($30,000), and his lecturing at $500 an evening, 
traveling by chartered cars to avoid public curi- 
osity. Meauwhile, how about the,trial ? It is 
confidently expected that the jury will, to say 
the least, disagree, if under this argument of 
privileged genius they cannot be induced to ac- 
quit. But suppose Mrs. Tilton makes another 
confession, as it is feared in Brooklyn now that 
she will, either under oath in court, or before! 
One of the Beecher organs in New York, which 
has been obliged to cry for quarter—that is, for a 
trial by jury+-anticipates such testimony, and 
pronounces it; untrustworthy. Beecher's hand- 
organ is of the same mind, and says: ‘*‘ The un- 
happy lady bas been shown on every side to have 
been so given to excess of emotion, and to lan- 
guage out of all proportion to the occasion,” 
that her word ‘‘must be taken with the utmost 
reserve.” But when Assistant Halliday says he 
would throw out the testimony of Gabriel, and 
lawyer ‘Bracy says he would even challenge that 
of Beecher, if he criminated himself, we recoil. 
We might suspect the Archangel ef “ conspir- 
acy,” but—Beecher! How could we get over his 
rhetorical facility and his fluency in prayer ? 
Driven from every other position which they 
undertook to hold, the Beecher body-guard has 
fallen back upon this one, which, although the 
ragged edge of despair to them, gives them the 
advantages of the desperate, by drawing to 
them the sympathy which even the wicked some- 
times secure when they are at bay. It was so in 
the case of Bishop Onderdonk, who died game 
and guilty after “fighting fire” for sixteen 
years. This, we must infer from present indi- 
cations, is to be the policy of Beech- 
er during that “fifteen years of work” 
which, he says, is “in <‘him,” notwith- 
standing his momentary expectation of 
death. Onderdonk, it should be remembered, 
however, passed his life after his conviction un- 
der a cloud of public opprobriam. But it is evi- 


and perpetuate a public sentiment that shall up- 
hold him, guilty or not guilty. No sentiment 
could be more mendacious, and no policy more 
mischievous. We have maintained, and stiil 
maintain, that Beecher’s crimes, however numet- 
ous or odious, would not senously damage the 
Christian religion or public morality, if, when 
proved, they are punished with the reprobation 
and abhorrence of the Christian community. 
But if his guilt shall be established beyond a rea- 
sonable doubt, and he shall still be sustained by 
any considerable show of public sentiment, it 
will be a calamity to morality of portentous pro- 
portions. It will shake society to ite founda- 
tions. 


**‘THE RELIGION OF GUSH.” 
As time wears away, and the excitement over 
the Beecher scandal cools, it is becoming more 
and more apparent that some very excellent re- 
sults will grow out of it. We have already 
shown that it will materially change the social 
relations between pastors and parishioners ; that 
the abomination of Free-Love has received 
a stunning blow, from which it will not recover ; 
and that the Woman-Suffrage business has re- 
ceived warning to quit. It is now still fur- 
ther apparent that what the New York 
Herald aptly calls “the religion of gush” 
has also received its death-blow; and the 
strongest proof of this is the fact that the re- 
ligious newspapers have been the first to observe 
this new turn of the tide. Even those religious 
papers which have been the staunchest support- 
ers of Mr. Beecher have no difficulty, now that 
the statements and documents are all in, and 
Mr. Beecher’s gushing platitudes and bypochon- 
driacal nonsense are relieved against stern 


facts and realities, in discovering that 
much of this wretched business has 
grown out of the religion of gush. Mr. 


Beecner for years has preached a very fanciful 
morality, but one without any rigid tests; a 
good, easy-going religion, but one without any 
penalties; a comfortable creed, but one without 
metes and bounds. No man’s conscience has tor- 
mented him much under the droppings of Ply- 
mouth sanctuary ; no woman has been mortified 
by stern rebuke for her besetting sins. All the 
ways leading from the pulpit of Plymouth Church 
have been primrose paths, and all were free 
to stop and pick the flowers. Of all the 
posy-gatherers, Mr. Beecher himself has been 
the most industrious, and he has tied them up 
with pretty blue ribbons and love-knots, and read 
the ianguage of flowers, and distributed them 
about the congregation. The most callous sin- 
ner felt easy under Mr. Beecher’s preaching, and 
all the women feit good. Men could laugh at 
his jokes and commend his moralities, and 
women could dote upon his beautiful senti- 
ments; and thus the thing went on 
until this religion of gush bore ite accustomed 
fruit. ‘he only safe method of gushing 
is between man and wife.

If 
they are now convinced that life has ite duties 
as well as its sentiments, its penalties as well as 
its pleasures, ite solemn revelations as well as 
its fantasies, its worship as well as its affinities, 
then Mr. Beecher’s fall is not altogether un- 
profitable, If men and women have dis- 
covered that the decalogue and doctrine are 
more important, even if not as pleasant, as 
gush, and that the pastor 1 2 little lower than 
the Master, then has the Brooklyn scandal been 
a blessing, outside the parties immediately con- 
cerned. The only safety for those tender and 
romantic souls who must gush is to gush at 


each other. Religion is God-worship; gush is 
man-worship. Religion is a matter of disci- 
pline; gush is a matter of lawlessness. Religion 
is measured by unalterable law; gush knows no 
restraint. Religion is apiritual ; gush is sensual 
The gushing minister desecrates the pulpit in 
whica he stands and betrays ‘the Master whom 
he pretends to serve.

THE CONVICTION OF ANDERSON. 
We cannot but regard the conviction of Ander- 
son on the charge of incendiarism as of great 
advantage to the city. The crime is one always 
difficult to prove beyond all question, and An- 
derson’s case rested on circumstantial evidence 
alone. Though his attorneys made a strong de- 
fense for him, they could not overcome the 
testimony of circumstances against him, and the 
jury had the courage to bring in a verdict on 
their moral conviction of his gwit. Anderson’s 
previous reputation has been good, and, uf guilty 
of the crime of which he stands adjudged, he 
was most likely betrayed into it by that indefina- 
ble contagion which prevails in times of great 
excitement, and in epidemics of great crimes. 
There mav have been a hope, too, that the con- 
fusion of the city and the preoccupation of the 
authorities with matters growing out of the July 
fire would save him from detection ; and this 
hope proved to bea greater temptation than 
he had before been subjected to, thus developing 
a latent disposition to crime that might other- 
wise never have been discovered. But whatever 
the motive or the process which led to his crime, 
his conviction may be pointed to in the future, 
when fire breaks out, or when communism 
shows its teeth, or when any other great 
and confusing public danger exists. We can say 
with exact force and good effect that the Chicago 
courts will visit sure punishment upon all of- 
fenders. In this way Anderson’s conviction is 
pretty sure to serve as a valuable deterrent ex- 
ample. 


THE UNITARIAN CONFLICT. 

In the Unitarian Convention which was held 
at Saratoga, N. Y., recently, a direct issue be- 
tween the radical and conservative elements in 
the denomination came up, which was decided in 
favor of the latter. The struggle was confined 
to two resolutions offered by the Rev. James 
Freeman Clarke, and one by Dr. Bellows. The 
firat expressed sympathy with the National Con- 
gregational Council, which will meet shortly in 
New Haven, for its effort to secure relig- 
ious independence and (freedom from 
theological restraint. This resolution prevailed, 
but not until after much warm discussion. The 
second resolution, however, expressing sympa- 
thy with the Free Religious Association, created 
unusual excitement, especially aa the ablest 
men in the Conference were arrayed against each 
other. The result of the discussion was that 
Mr. Clarke’s second resolution was tabled by a 
large majority. The Rev. Dr. Bellows, who had 
been the principal opponent of the resolution, 
then offered a third, virtually indorsing the Uni- 
tarian Society of New Bedford, whose pastor 
was dropped a year ago from the list of Unitarian 
clergymen, for the reason that he deciared he 
was not a Christian. This resolution stirred up 
another exciting debate, and, although it was 
supported by such champions as Clarke, Hale, 
Collyer, and Bellows, it was defeated by a large 
vote. 

This three-fold action of the Conference can- 
not be looked upon in any other light than as an 
emphatic victory for the conservative element 
of the Unitarian denomination, and a very 
decisive condemnation of the Free Religious 
proclivities of many ofits members. In itssym- 
pathy with advanced Congregationalism, as 
shown in the first resolution, and its, emphatic 
rejection of advanced Unitarianism, as shown by 
the defeat of the second and third, it not only 
evinced its determination to establish itself 
as a distinctive Christian sect, but also 
showed a disposition at least towards 
evangelical standards. It shows that the major- 
ity of the denomination are seeking a tenable 
anchorage and some distinctive form and condi- 
tion, and that they are tired of drifting about 
from this theory to that theory, and running af- 
ter every new firefly of science. There can be 
no doubt that the scramble for science in that 
denomination has been the prominent cause of 
its decrease in influence and its standstili in 
numbers. ‘The search has undoubtedly led 
many into the Unitarian denomination ; but it 
has led them still further in many cases. Numer- 
ous thinkers bave chased the new lights so far 
that they have lost all track of Unitarianism, 
and have never found their way back, ind this 
class has grown so rapidly that the conservative 
element has at last opposed it, and, by dint 
of sheer necessity, has compelled the denomina- 
tion to get back to firm ground before its 
identity is compietely lost. The result of the 
action of the Uonference is a virtual disavowal 
of Free Religion and a retrograde movement 
toward the evangelical standards. The Free 
Religioniste may cali themselves Unitarians, but 
the Unitarians have declined to call themselves 
Free Religionists. By thus establishing a more 
distinctive organization, and by the establich- 
ment of more rigid testa, the drain upon Uni- 
tarianism which has been made by Free Religion 
will be stopped to a certain extent. In this con- 
nection, it is a noticeable fact that the Universal- 
ist denomination also shows unmistakable signs 
of a leaning toward evangelical standards. 
Coupling the two facts, there is at least » hope 
that some common bonds of sympathy may be

THE NATIONAL SUNDAY LEAGUE. 
The English believers in rational recreation 
upon the first day of the week have organized 
National Sunday papen See headquarters are 
in London, but it has a staff of honorary 
agents scattered through the provinces. It has 
three main objects. The first is to secure the 
of libraries, museums, and art-galleries 
@p Sunday. The second is to run cheap Sun- 
day excursions during the summer. The third 
is to provide “Sanday evenings for the people,” 
as its prospectus phrases it,“during the winter. 
Although not identical with the London Sunday- 
Lecture Society, it co-operates heartily with it, 
In the report submitted to the August meeting 
of the members, the Council of the League 
says: 
The effects of what we have done have extended far 
and wide. Only this week a Chicago paper (TH= 
Tarwunx) has reached us with s lengthy report of 
a series of “Sunday afternoons for the people” 
there, instituted, as they say, upon & programme of 
the same character as the “Sundsy evenings” in 
London, Weare happy to say that their success en- 
courages them to greater things next season, : 
The League publishes a sixteen-paged monthly 
paper, the Free Sunday Advocaie, from which 
we geta record of good progress. The effort 
to secure the opening of museums, etc., upon 
Sunday has not yet had very great public re- 
sult, although the constant preaching of the 
folly of closing the instivations provided for 
public education on the one day of public 
leisure has doubtless done much to change the 
views of well-meaning men who shut all doors 
on Sunday except those of the saloon and the 
church, and then wonder that the working- 
men ehould use their leisure hours io 
getting drunk. Since the League began its 
work, the Birmingham Free Library and Art- 
Gallery and the Manchester Aquarium have 
been opened on Sunday. The experiment has 
worked as well in both places as it has, on a 
smaller scale, in Chicago. The Sunday excur- 
sions have been a great success. The best one 
of the season was to Stratford-on-Avon. On the 
last Sunday in July, about 700 Londoners went 
to Stratford and back for 10a, apiece. A special 
train carried them. The party, on arriving, vis- 
ited the birthplace of Shakspeare, the church 
in which he is buried, and all the objects in the 
town connected with his great name,—all, that 
is, except the “‘ New Place,” admission to which 
was refused by the owner. After dinner, Mr. 
F. J. Furnivall, the celebrated Shakspearean 
scholar, delivered an address on Shakspeare’s 
life and writings to the excursioniste and a 
number of the towns-people. A visit to 
Anne Hathaway's cottage closed the day. 
The most perfect order prevailed. The 
interest excited has caused the forma- 
tion of a Sunday Shakspeare Society, which 
will study the works of the great poet on 
the Sunday evenmgs of the coming win- 
ter. Imagine a coterie of American artisans 
studying Shakspeare! The League has just 
won @ great victory over its opponent, the Lord’s- 
Day Observance Society, by defeating the latter's 
attempt to have the running of Sunday excur- 
sion trains prohibited. It is noteworthy that 
this controversy, like all others in which the 
League has been Concerned, was carried on by it 
with dignity and decorum. It does not seek to 
carry its points by sneering at what other people 
hold sacred. It is not in the hanas of infidels, 
but of men who believe that educating the peo- 
ple by pictures, and books, and sight-seeing, and 
lectures, inasmuch as it is a virtue from Monday 
morning to midnight of Saturday, dges not be- 
come a sin one minute thereafter. 


THE MONTPENSIER PICTURES. 
The splendid collection of paintings loaned by 


the Duke de Montpensier to Boston was opened 

last Monday at the Boston Athenwum. No such 
gallery has ever been seen in America. The 
critics, with rare exceptions, praise it highly. It 
would be difficult to find im Europe, outside of 
Spain, a finer representation of the Spanish mas- 
ters. They have always been held in such high 
honor in their own country that their. works, 
save the few that have been occasionally bought 


from bankrupt grandees, and the more 
that have been atolen by the foreign- 
ers who have overrun the country, are 


found only on the walls of the Escuriab and 
the palaces of the nobility. Marshal Soult stole 
Murillo’s ‘‘ Immaculate Conception” and sold it 
to the French nation for $20,000. It is now the 
glory of the Louvre collection. It could not be 
bought. Fragce has few other Spanish masteg- 
pieces. Italian galieries contain some notable 
portraits by Velasquez, but are naturally devoted 
almost exclusively to the works of the Italian 
school. The great gallery of Dresden has but a 
poor showing of the artists of Spain. Some 
Gypsy-faced Madonnas of doubtful parentage 
are ascribed to Murillo, but the display is de- 
fective and disappointing. The great artist is 
known in this country chiefly by his ‘* Immaculate 
Conception,” because unhappy Spain is almost 
a terra incognila to the Anierican tourist. Our

The Rev. James Freeman Clarke, who preaches 
to-day in Robert Collyer’s church, believes that 
animals bave souls. In a recently- published es- 
say, he argues ably and ingeniously in support 
of his bédlief. . 
So far as the soul is regarded as merely the 
vital principle, it is evident that not only men 
and animals, but plants have it. When we rise 
one step higher, to the consciousness of self, 
animals and men are still on an equality. The 
soul-characteristics of observation, memory, im- 
agination, the sense of approbation, affection, 
and reason are shared in common, though not in 
equal degree, by avimals and mankind. 
Mr. Clarke gives many instances in support of 
this assertion. It will, however, scarcely be dis- 
puted. The old belief that reagon was denied 
to brutes is no longer tenable. A single exam- 
ple of animal reasoning quoted by Mr. Clarke is 
good proof in itself, and could be supplemented 
by many others. An elephant following an ammu- 
nition-wagon saw @ man fall from it just before 
the wheel. He would inevitably have been 
crushed to death had not the animal rushed 
forward of bis own motion, lifted the wheel with 
his trunk, and held it in the air until the wagon 
had passed over the man without hurting him.

The most valuable chapter in the volume is 
that which discusses the forest. It covers 250 
pages, and is an exhaustive treatise on the sub- 
ject. Every point in the history of forests, 
which touches upon the physical conditions of 
the earth or the material interests of Man, is 
carefully elucidated. The influence of woods on 
the climate, on the seasons, on the humidity of 
the atmosphere and soil, on the flow of springy 
and torrents, and on the diffusion of malaria: 
the general functions of forests, their uses and 
financial value, and the consequences which, 
in different regions, have issued from their de- 
struction, are severally detailed at length. The 
chapter abounds not only in curious and recon- 
dite information, but in practical hints of ex- 
treme importance. The student of history gets 
from it the novel idea that Spain owes its politi- 
cal decadence, in a great measure, to the de- 
struction of its foreste. As the author quotes 
from Rentzach, ‘‘Spain seemed destined by her 
position to hold dominion over the world; and 
this, in fact, she once possessed. But she has 
lost her political ascendancy, because, during the 
feeble administration of the successors of Philip 
IL., her exhausted treasury could not furnish 
the means of creating new fleets, the destruction 
of the woods having raised the price of timber 
above the means of the State.” The farmer on 
the Western plains, whose fields have been rav- 
aged by locusts, gains from the chapter the sug- 
gestive information that these insects do not 
breed in forests, but in open plains, which ad- 
mit the full heat of the sun to hatch their eggs, 
which do not gather moisture to destroy them, 
and do not harbor birds to feed upon the larva. 
“It is only since the felling of the forests of 
Asia Minorand Cyrene that the locust has become 
so fearfully destructive in those countries: and 
the grasshopper, which now threatens to be al- 
most as great a pest to the agricuiture of some 
North-American soils, breeds in seriously-inju- 
rious numbers only where a wide extent of sur- 
face is bare of woods.” Hence the obvious in- 
ference : Cullivate trees, plant groves.and fur- 
ests, and the locust is exterminated.

From Our Own Correspondent. 
Forr PENpDLETon, Va., September, 1374. 
Did you ever hear of the Fairfax Stone ? 
The Fairfax Stone was planted, some say, by 
the hand of George Washington, Oct. 17, 1746, 
at the source of the North Branch of the Poto- 
mac River. Ab he did not start surveying until 
1748, it is one of the most striking proofs of his 
greatness. 

‘* WASHINGTON 
was @ young strveyor,” exclaimed the Colonel to 
me, “ traveling over these Wild mountains with 
rodmen, chain-bearers, and ax-men, defining the 
boundariés of Lord Fairfax’s grant. He select- 
ed this slab of sandstone, and had roughly 
chiseled into it the letters F——X. This was 
sunk into the ground so that only its rough tri- 
angular top was visible, ‘There it remains, visit- 
ed now and then by a bistorical pilgrim who 
cares neither for latrel-tangle, or rattlesnake, or 
copperhead. It is about 2 feet above ground, 4 
inches thick, 2 feet wide, a slab, and, after all 
these ninety-nine years, legible, visible, un- 
moved.” 

It was one of the little pleasant privileges of 
this life to have stood before it on the brink of 
the second century of its foundation, and drink 
of the two springs, on either hand a few score 
yards away, which rise boldly from the rock on 
the mountain-side, and, flowirg toward each 
other in little ravines, sometimes nearly dry, 
mingle and dese end, through hundreds of miles 
of rapids, riffles, and cascades, to the great bay 
where the first settlements of the English were 
planted. 

The Fairfax Stone is about 3,700 feet above 
the sea. It is within a short distance of 
springs, just over the dividing ground of the 
Allegheny backbone, where the Blackwater rills 
up, and, by leaps down successive terraces, 
joins the Cheat River and the Obio. 

Here, standing at the rilis of our larger con- 
tinental history, hidden away beyond ali possi- 
bility of interruption from the forty millions of 

people around me, I can realize again the great 
George and his band of assistants. Let me 
strike antaltitude! 

His compass and tripod are at the Patent Of- 
fice in Washington. He is a speckled-faced lad 
in buckskin smalls, riding-boots, a hunting- 
shirt, and a skin-cap,—long-legged and an early 
riser. He works by nigbt as often as by day, when 
the stars show over the mountain-line for indica- 
tors. A rough woods-band goes before, clearing 
a path with the hatchet and grubbing-adze, and 
behind scramble the measuring-men and asaist- 
ants. a little tired of new venison, brook-fish, 
and wild pigeons, while yet behind comes young 
George, with a note-book anda pair of sights, 
—*‘*'a doubloon my constant gain every day, and 
sometimes six pistoles.” A few horses with 
pack-saddles carry the kit. They pitch in the 
glades where glades are to be found, 80 as to 
let the animals browse, and at night, in hunters’ 
camp, hear the wolves howl for horse-meat, and 
the hounds in the party yelp at the rush ofa 
dazzled pauther or the heavy trot of an affright- 
ed Bruin.

THE BENEFIT OF A DOUBT. 
I haye come to so mapy historical frauds in 
my time that I look at this stone with a liitie of 
the perversity of doubting Thomas. If planted 
in 1746, who did it? 
It was in 1748 that. Lord Fairfax last arrived 
from England, stopping at Belvoir, the seat of 
his relative Wuliam ; and almost at once he sent 
off his kinsman, young George Fairfax, 
and the kingman’s chum, George Washington, 
aged 16, to make.a series of conclusive surveys 
by which the Bossa, then 58 years old, should be- 
gin to give titles, receive quit-rents, and warn 
off intruders. Washington's brother, Laurence, 
the prototype of George, married George Fair- 
fax’s sister. The same year, 1748, Lord Fairfax 
opened a land-oflice in the lower part of his vast 
tract. and for thirty-four years lived the life of 
a real-esiate agent. 
FAIRFAX-——HIS STONE. 
He got all this land in the following easy way: 
The year Cromwell cut off the head of Charles 
I., his impecunious and fugitive son began to 
give away what he despaired of ever owning 
again, very liberally. So hegave to seven nobles 
ali the land between the Potomac and Rappa- 
hannock; and this title, after a term of years, 
vestefin one Lgzd Culpepper, whose only child 
had become the wife of a Lord Fairfax.

over living as a boarder, and some disadvantage. 
The advantage is, that one can live more cheaply, 
buying only just such food. in just such quanti- 
ties, as isdesired; the disadvantage, that one 
thus lives isolated fromthe social life of the 
community, and so fails to absorb the influences, 
social, artistic, literary, and national, of the life 
about one. 
_ We thought there could be no lack of lodgings 
in Broadstairs, for the most striking features of 
the town to us, as we drove ip a fly down toward 
the Parade,—tbe Belgravia of the town,—was the 
mee gg ee A of showy brick houses, looking, with 
their brackets and moldings of dark stone, like 
stately but rather overdressed womean,—which, 
with wide-open windows, people lotling upon 
window-sills and Jounging upon balconies, had 
the undeniable look of lodging-houses, But we 
found that the heat which had caused London to 
boil over upon all the other sea-coast towns had 
caused much of it to reach Broadstairs. So it 
was only 
BY DINT OF MANY INQUIRIES, 

of much driving to and fro in our hired fly, and 
runnin an alarming indebtedness to our 
Jehu, that we finally found a pretty sicting-room 
and two bed-rooms in the most fashionable block 
in the town, where we established ourselves. For 
these rooms, simply but prettily fornished, 
with our food cooked and served to 
us, we psy four guineas and a half a 
week, with four shillings and sixpence a 
week for kitchen-work, three shillings for the 
washing of taple and.bed linen, and whatever we 
please besides as tipsto the servants who wait 
upon us. We find that, to live comfortably as 
we desire to live, tohave as good meat, fish, 
fruit, and vegetables, as the English market 
affords (and that is wofully less than our Chica- 
go markets furnish), we supply our table—for 
two ladies and two children—at_an ouilay of £2 
58. a week. Ata rough calculation, therefore, 
our expenses ata fashionable English watering- 
place a week are about $35 in American currency 
for our party ; and the readercan compare for 
himself these rates with those of our American 
summer-resorts. Of course, this does not in- 
clude wines, nor elaborate pastries and desserts, 
such as the American epicure demands and finds 
at hotels, but such moderate fare as suits those 
who have better uses for their money than to eat 
it all. 

krom our windows we have a full view of 
“the Sands.” Im America we née that same 
territory “* beach ;” but, on the Kéatish coast, 
the earth's slope to the sea is not a6 with us, bv 
a sbhelying, pebbly shore, but by a broad strip of 
nothing but. vellow sand, stretching out to the 
sea from the foot of 

THE WHITE CLIFFS 

that gave England its name of Albion. These 
white cliffs dixappoint at first an American wont- 
ed to Nature’s magnitude and majesty of handi- 
work at home ; for they, at least on the Kentish 
coast, are of height inferior to the Pictured 
Rocks. of. Supecior, or even the bold bluffs of 
the Mississippi, to that they. seem quite un- 
worthy of their place in history and soug. But, 
upon second thoughts, one remembered that 
these chalk-cliffs do not hold their place in bis- 
tory and poetry by reason of their size; and he 
feels the old romance return and hover about 
them in his fancy, as he remembers that these 
white landmarks lured the Roman warriors on to 


| do their work in the founding of a nation that 
| has made so much of the world’s history and 
| poetry. Down through the soft chalk of the 
| chff is cut @ circular tunnel, in which are built 
| the stone stairs which are the only means of |

A PICTURESQUE SCENE 
at low.tide, this upon which we look down from 
our windows, but not at all such as reminds us 
of the glitter of life, the glery of costume, and 
the sweetoess of beauty, at our own watering- 
faces. The sea-coast Keutish towns de not 
blossom out, even during their brief “season,” 
into such tropical luxuriance of style and fashion 
as at Brighton, Scarborough, and Folkestone. 
People come here to throw off care, even the 
care for appearances ; to breathe the ealt air ; 
to face the bright sun; to grow brown, and 
coarse,.and healthy, as if te draw upon Nature's 
bank for supplies of strength and vigor for the 
rest of the year. S6 they spénd most of the day 
in morning-dress upon ‘ihe Sands,” returning 
only to the house te the 2-o’clock dinner; then 
to the afternoon-siesta; next to a promenade 
upon the Parade ; then to supper at 9; to music 
and conversation for an hour or two; then to 
the arms of the benign spirit who bovers more 
lovingly @bout the nights at the seaside than 
anyebert elee in the worid,—the sweet messen- 
ger of peace,—sieep.

This machine is drawn into the water by horses, 
and, standing with its floor 5 feet from the 
ground, is when it is drawn out as far as is 
safe, deep enough in tho water to give 
the bather opportunity for a deep plunge.

strong rope is provided, and fastened securely 
to the top of the machine, The timid one grasps 
this rope tirmly, with terror on her pale face and 
desperation playing the anvil chorus with all her 
pulses.and descends the steep steps of the machine 
into the water, inch by inch, with all of the 
suock to the system, all the heavy iné&pirations, 
the deep sighing, the shrill shrieks, and the 
bitter repeutauce for having been such a fool as 
to g0 bathing, that are concomitants of our 
American practice. When the bath is com- 
pleted, the signal is given to the driver, who 
Waits upon the shore. He at once rides into the 
water on horseback, and fasteus his burse to 
the lumbering vehicle, which, with much effort 
aod splashing of briny foam, ia drawn ashore, 
and the bather comes forth, clothed and in his 
right mind, to pay his sixpénce to the bathing 
woman, and then to dally on the beach, content 
to heap sand, one handful over another, an bour 
at a time,—so quietly do the vital tides flow in 
lotus-eating life at the seaside, —till dinner-time.

the rustic chairs are removed. 
and bitter wiod wails and sbricks about its many 
angles, sighs down its deep chimueysa, and 
moans, with the sad lament of the wintry sea, 
in every crevice and corner. Then the gray 
stone house looks wofuily melancholy and smit- 
ten as if with a blight; then it is impossible to 
find a tenant who will occupy it even rent free, 
for the searching wind cannot be kept 
out with ever so iavish use of coal, Then 
the few strangers whose business brings them 
to Broadstairs took over to the desolate, wind- 
swept spot wiih interest, but seldom wend their 
steps thither, but the angry winds buffet them 
and the fierce sea-air siing them for ther over- 
boldness.

BLOODY WAR. 


The Grand Row in Jim IMc- 
Garry’s Saloon. 


Mike McDonald in His Favorite Part 
of the Pistol-Brandisher. 


He Is Disarmed and Removed to the 
Armory. 


Who Was It that Seized That Pis- 
tol ? 


A Dozen Competitors for the 
Honor. 


One of the most disgraceful and riotous oc- 
currences which has ever taken piace in this city 
was that at James Moctiarry's saloon, No. 115 
Madison street, a very quiet and respectable place 
of its class, last evening about 8 o'clock. The 
row involved men who are public officers, and 
others who are well known as parties wbo have 
hitherto borne unenviable reputations. At one 
time the scene was of the most exciting descrip- 
tion, and fully 500 people gathered to inquire the 
cause. The statements of both parties are an- 
nexed, and are widely different, as will be seen 


from the report below : 
PREVIOUS TO THE MATINEE 

it was as pleasant alittle Republican and Peo- 
ple’s party picnic at McGarry’s as one could well 
wish to see. It consisted of only six, but the 
flow of ideas was 80 pleasant and the conversa- 
tion so sparkling, for Saturday night even, that 
no one who gazed upon the scene could have 
dreamed that the demon of discord was about to 
draw near and disturb ‘beir pleasant confab. 
They were seated upon the whisky-barre's which 
staud up against the west wall of Jemmy's bar- 
room, apd from the words which occasionally fell 
audible from the lips it was easy to see that 
they were preparing themselves for 

THEIR USUAL SUNDAY EXERCISES 
by a warm discussiou of the respective merits of 
the two sides of the Beecher scandal. Jhere 
were, of course, other peop'e present, but they 
held a position some few feet further east of 
tha: taken by the party already n.entioned, and 
their conversation was purely political in its na- 
ture. Peace and gooi-will reigned throughout 
the room, bowever, and nobody, to gaze upon 
the placid and serene countenances,—and they 
waxed greater in placidity and serenity,—would 
have believed that the intrusion of one maa 
could have changed the expression of those faces 
into one of wrath and malignity. 

The party was composed of County Treasurer 
Miller, Clark Lipe, John M. Rountree, Joba F. 
McGrath, Egbert Jamieson, ihomas Brennan, 
Johnny Comfort, and James McGarry. Wile 
they were engaged in the pleasaut manner re- 
ferred wo, Mike McDonald, Nick Geary, and 
John Garrity came in. McDonaid observed Mc- 
Garry sitting on a liquor-barrel, and, stepping up 
to him, said : 

“HOW ARE YOU, RED JIM ?” 

McGarry made no answer, and McDonald asked 
him todrink. McGarry still remained passive. Mc- 
Donald states that he said to him, “Jim, | hear 
that you said I was a thief, and that you would 
have me put in the Penitentiary. If you 
said that you are a lying, thieving : 
McDonald says that McUarry denied it, and 
then rushed behind the counter \and drew a re- 
volver, which Garrity snatched from him. 

On the other hand, McGarry ana bis friends 
say that McDonald drew the pist#l and threat- 
ened to shoot McGarry, and aleo applied to him 
some vile names. It is certain that 

A WEAPON WAS DRAWN, 

but by whom it is difficult to siate. Imme- 
diately afterward a general row ensued, in 
the course of which Garrity struck Miller 
in the eye, and one of Millers clerks 
knocked Garrity down. Several of the parties 
preseot were intoxicated, and made all sorts of 
maudlin statements concerning the battle. It 
was evident, from what a TRIBUNE reporter saw 
during the close of the fray, that four or five had 
received severe blows about the face. Officer 
Kiley came on the scene, and, while Justice Boy- 
den kept the crowd from the door, endeavored 
to “ud out the guilty parties , with a view to their 
arrest. 4 

A SUENE OF GREAT CONFUSION 
then ensued. He secured McDonald, and«the 
laiter went with him to the Armory without re- 
sistamce. McGarry had left the saloon before 
McDonald's arrest, and when tbe latter reached 
the station, and was booked for disorderly con- 
duct, and was about to leave after giving bail, 
McGarry came in and caused bisarrest on the 
charge of an assault with a deadly weapon with 
inteat to do bodily injury. Officer Bar- 
tholin made this last arrest, and the prison- 
er was sent to a cell, where he 
remained about an hour. when Harry Lawrence, 
one of his partners in business, came in with 

JUSTICE KAUFMANN 

and gave bail for his appearance Friday morn- 
ing. The charge was changed from an assauit 
with intent to do bodily injury to an assault 
with intent to kill. McDonaid was perfectly 
sober, and went away with Lawrence and several 
other parties. 
In the 1 meantime the row continned at Mc- 
Garry's. Men who were concerned ip the first 
broil kept up a boisterous torrent of talk about 
the matter, and it grew worse when Daniel 
Scribner came in. Some one accused him of 

HAVING A HAND IN THE Row, 
and he denied it, with the addition that he would 
put a head on the individual who said so. Officers 
Bartholin and Mead were present to restore or- 
der and disperse the crowd, and the barkeeper 
wanted them to take Scribner out. Bartholin 
proceeded to cause that individual to retreat, and 
not being able to jearn the cause of the order, he 
made resistance, but finally went along with the 
officers to the Armory, where he was booked for 
disorderly conduct and resisting aa officer. He 
also furnished bail, aud was released. For 
reasons best known to himself 

JUSTICE BOYDEN KEPT AWAY 
He wanted Geary arrested, 
but made no complaint agaiust him, and, although 
that person appeared at the Armory aud ex- 


pressed a willingness to be detained, it was not 


done. 
About 10 o’clock last ni¢ht all the rties to 


the row, except McGarry, met at McDonald’s 
Store, corner Clark and Monroe streets, and dis- 
cussed the situation over libations and cigars. 

The whole affair seems to have been more of 
a “pig muss” than anything else, and was the 
result of the beiligerency of one or two parties 
on both sides, who precipitated a fight. 

The matter will be tried next Friday, and some 
‘tall swearing” is expected from both parties. 

When the excitement had somewhat subsided, 
and men began to taik what savored more of 
common sense than the incoherent tirades 
which immediately followed the outrage, & 
TRIBUNE reporter went amongst those who fig- 
ured most prominently in the affray, in order to 
gain from them their statement of the affair, 
and how it occurred. The first man he inter- 
viewed was the renowned . 

H. B. MILLER, 

who still trembled with the excitement pro- 
duced by the untoward events of the evening. 
The following was the substance of the inter- 
view :

is also an outlot of 13 acres, across the street,
